'Cn  several  nights  in  succession  the  witness  saw  a bright 
light  in  the  uestern  sky.  The  object  appe  ared  to  be  white, 
red,  and  green  in  color.  The  object  just  hung  in  the  sky 
for  a Ion-',  period  at  least  a half  hour  before  dropping 
belo'w  the  horizon.  This  flashing  light  v/as  observed  for 
several  ni.jhts.  The  object  looked  like  a rotating  light 
during  the  observation.  On  one  of  the  above  nights,  the 
witness  and  others  several  red  lights  in  the  western  sky 
Moving  at  great  speeds.  At  one  tlT.-j  a white  light  hit  a 
red  light  ani  the  red  light  then  veered  northward.  Or 
other  nights  sitnilar  lights  woi'e  .-;een  by  this  witn^iss. 
Arcturus  was  at  an  elevation  of  V degrees  and  on  an  .^".ir.iuth 
of  2S'0  degrees  on  the  night  of  27  Oct,  66,  The  star  would 
have  set  at  approximately  1915  on  tlie  27th  of  October, 
Other  descriptions  are  consistent  with  that  of  aircraft.

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A Resume  ox*  What  I Have  seen  in  the  Sky  over  V/esthampton  Area 


Oct  27,  about  8:10  E.D.T.  as  v;e  passed  the  Cocoa-cola  plant  on  the 

Riverhead  Road. 

I sav/  a bright  light  in  the  west,  appearing  to  be  near  the 

hills  back  of  Eastport,  a second  light,  red  in  color  was 

^ travelling  north,  the  white  one  being  stationary.  V/hen  the 

red  light  appeared  to  be  near  the  white  light  it  seemed  to  swoop 

down  nearly  hitting  it  and  the  white  light  went  straight  down 

and  out  of  sight  and  the  red  light  veered  upward,  picked  up 

sp*eed  and  at  a great  rate  of  speed  v/ent  northward.  Four  of  us  were 
in  the  car,  and  this  v/ao  reported  to  Suffolk  Air  Base.

7:20  E.D.T,  a brilliant  light  v:as  in  the  west  as  I looked 
from  my  house  on  V/esthampton.  It  appears  v;hite 

and  has  a regular  interval  of  red  and  green  light,  which  at  this 
distance  seem  to  be  a sort  of  rotating  light.  It  hangs  in  the 
sky  for  a long  period  at  least  a half  hour  then  drops  down  and 
after  tivo  dov/nward  plunges  disappears.  ^ . 

I sav;  the  same  thing  several  other  nights,  and  one  night  I knov; 
v;as  on  Friday,  Oct.  21  at  about  the  same  time  as  was  coming 
home  from  grocery  shopping. 


After  I got  home  from  shopping  the  eve  of  28th,  my  son  wanted  to 
go  over  to  V/APC  at  Riverhead,  so  we  ’went  the  lonely  Speonk  to 
Riverhead  road  to  see  if  we  sav>r  any  more  lights.  V/e  did.  A 
brilliant  cylinder  shaped  light  seemed  to  drop  from  out  of 
nov/here  about  500  ft  from  the  right  side  of  our  car  as  we  were 
about  half  way  from  Speonk  to  Moriches-Riverhead  Road.  I know 
it  was  not  a reflection  as  v;e  had  the  lov/  lights  on.

I saw  the  same  light  as  above,  red,  green  and  v;hite  in  the 
western  sky.  Also  in  the  western  sky  v;ere  tiny  red  lights 
travelling  at  an  unbelievable  rate  of  speed.  They  were  going 
north  and  suddenly  shot  straight  up.  I had  called  my  son  out 
to  see  if  he  could  see  them  too,  and  he  did.  Time  about  7:30  E.D.T. 

At  8:15  1 was  outside  as  a guest  had  just  left  and  looked  to  the 

South.  The  familiar  bright  star  v;as  there,  a little  to  the  left 
of  the  light  pole  in  front  of  my  house.  (1  expect  tha;*s  che  famous 
Dog  Star)  V/hen  suddenly  I saw  another  light  the  same  height  and 
approximately  the  same  size  to  the  right  of  it.  V/hilo  I watched 
it  thinking  ”0h,  another  star”  it  started  moving  slowly  in  the 
direction  of  the  stationery  star  and  when  hearly  at  the  same 

position  suddenly  the  light  went  out  and  a tiny  red  light  v;as 

visible'  which  shot  straight  up  into  the  sky.

493.  Reports  are  much  more  easily  investigated  at  the  time  of  the  sightings 
than  a day  or  two  later.  Your  cooperation  and  good  sense  will  help  the  Air 
Force  investigate  these  sightings  in  a professional  manner. 
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
